Injury to the Popularity of Pull- 
man Palace Cars. 


One Certain Result of the Strike and: 
Railway Boycott. 


Tx WILL BE ESPECIALLY FELT ON ROADS 
In THE WEST.

Ontcaco, III., July 18,—As the great rail- 
way strike Gwindles, public interest is trans- 
ferred tothe inciting cause, the conditions at 
Pullman. In yesterday's telegrams to the 
Post-DisPaTonu this phase of the great strike 
wal fairly and very fully set out. But there 
is one other feature of it that now claims the 
attention of Mr. Geo. M. Pullman, and itis 
one in Which the public has a lively inter- 
est—it is the irreparable damage, resulting 
from the boycott, to the Pullman Palace 
Car Vo. 

The injury tothe popularity of the Full- 
man carsis incalculable. In the past rail- 
road companies have preferred Pullman cars 
to those of other lines or to their own parior 
cars, because of the prestige of the name 
„„ pullman. The public has had an idea 
that unless a car was labelled Pullman! it 
couldn’t be really and truly a parlor car or a 
sleeper. Hereafter the railroads will feel 
like offering the Pullman company a bonus 
to paint its name off of its cars. It will be a 
year before timid people will Degin to feel 
safeagain ina Pullman car. The sensible 
partof the community will laugh at such 
fears, but they will. also take a righteous 
satisfaction in keeping money out of Full- 
man's pockets. 

The man who takes the New York Centrai 
limited between New York and Chicago in- 
stead of the Pennsylvania limited may pot 
travel any more comfortably, but he can 
gloat over the factthat he is keeping pre- 
cisely $9 out of the Pullman treasury. On 
short trips men will compensate themselves 
for the discomfort of an ordinary car by sat- 
isfaction at beating the Pullman company 

ost ot 80 cents or 31. This will be especially 
true lu the West, where the hatred of Pullman 
‘Seems tO Dé almost the only ditterness left 
after the strike. The difference that the ex- 
istence of this statement will make when the 
Pallman company comes to renew its con- 
traets with the rallroads is obvious, but even 
regardless of this the direct loss will be very 
great. The nature ofthe Pullman business 
is such that, when the reduction in business 
Decomes so great that fewer cars have to be 
run, every passenger lessis so much clear 
joss. It costs the Pullman company practi- 
cally no more to run a car with twenty -ave 
passengers than one with only Ave.

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FOUR INJURED 


Terrific Explosion of Oil at 1:30 
O'Clock This Morning. 


Fifty Gallons of Gasoline and Coa! Oil 
Blow Up. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE NARROWLY ESCAPE 
BEING BUBNED TO DEATH. 


The Steere of . 
at 1107 Seuth Newstead Avenue the 
Beene ef the Occurrence — Reynelds 
and His Wife and Mrs.Jehea Fisher and 
Littie Sem Injaured—The Reynolds 
Butiding Destreyed aud the Wall 
Blown Out of the Fisher Residence.. 


At 1:80 o’clock this morning twenty gal- 
lons of gasoline and thirty gallons of coal oi! 
exploded at 1107 South Newstead avenue, the 
grocery and general store of W. W. Reynolds. 
Reynolds’ left leg was badly burned to the 
knee, and his right foot was burned. 
Mrs. Reynolds’ left foot was burned and her 
right hand burt, : 

The wall of an adjoining house was blown 
out and John Fisher, his wife and two 
children were thrown out of ded. 
The 4-year-old boy, John, was stunned, ana 
Mrs. Fisher got her head cut. 

The two explosions which followed in 
rapid succession were heard by patrolmen 
and others onthe Natural Bridge and Clay- 
ton roads. The front windows ofa two-story 
brick across New Manchester road, occupied 


by Mrs. Hackett, were shattered and she 
was throwa violently tothe floor. Nearly all 
the occupants of the row of frame houses on 
Newstead avenue adjoining the store and 
Fisher’s cottage fared equally bad. Many of 
them were thrown to the floor and the furni- 
ture was Violently shaken. 

The Fire Department arrived almost im- 
mediately and Fisher’s cottage was partially 
saved. The furniture is almost a 
total wreex. The force of the 
concussion unset the wash-stand 
in Fisher's sleeping-room, throwing a mar- 
ble slab within a foot of where the little boy 
slept on a pallet. 

The wash-stand fell on the little fellow and 
stunned him, but Fisher escaped with the 
boy tn hisarms. The store burned to the 


ground. 

Mr.and Mrs. Reynolds escaped from the 
— . room in the rear, and went to the 
home of a hospitable neighbor, John Berry 
of % New Manchester road, where théy 
were treated by Dr. John MK. Simonof 426 
| New Manchester road. 

THEIR INJURIES. 

Their injuries are painful, Dut are not re- 
garded as dangerous. Reynolds“ left leg 
was terribly charred. When seen by a Posrt- 


DISPATCH reporter this morning Reynolds 
gave the following account of the accident: 

»Jand my wife waked at about 1:30 o’clock 
to find the room fall of smoke, flames shoot- 
ing in fromthe store through the windows 
and rie em the roof. I grabbed for some 
clothes. My wife dia the same thing. We ran 
into the kitchen. The dack door was locked 
and bolted. It took a minute or so to open it. 
As I pulled the door back the flames rushed 
in from the outside and scorched 
my eyebrows and singed my hair. The fire 
was already playing on my legs from the 
side wall and fioor. I noticed little pain 
until I was safe outside with my wife 
in the shed in the rear. I hardly 
know when the explosion occurred. 
The consciousness that fire was going to give 
us a race for the outer world and 
lite obscured every other sensation 
orthought. My wife got her hand hurt in 

etting through the back fence into the shed.

1 learned Fisher“ family were 
safe, and when I saw the de- 
partment could ao nothing to 
save my possessions I left to seek shelter.

Being asked whether he suspected in- 
cendiarism, he said: No, I have only one 
enemy in the world, and I would not sus- 
pect him of any mean action. We had a dif- 
fculty two or three months ago. No, I shail 
not mention his name, for that would de un- 
just. I simly do not know how the fire 
started. 

Mrs. Reynolds corroborated her husdand's 
statements, adding that the store was closed 
and the light extinguished at about po clock, 
She saia there had been no fire even in the 
Kitchen stove since yesterday morning, as 
she felt unwell last evening and did not have 
a warm supper. 


FISHER’S AWFUL EXPERIENCE. 

John Fisher who was employed at a saloon, 
corner Oaroline street and Montrose avenue, 
until Sunday, was seen at the scene 
of the fre sadly surveying the 
wreck ofall his possessions, save wife and 
children.

The witness admitted that no li- 
cense was issued for $4,102 tothe Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association. Turning to 
Sept. 19, 1893, in the cashier’s blotter in the 
Collector’s office, Mr. McDonald proved 
by the witness thatitdid not contain such 
an amount as $4,102; nor did the books con- 
tain the record of such payment on Sept. 19, 
18 or 17, 1893. 

The merchants’ schooltax for 1893-94 was 
eleven times as great as that for the pre vious 
year, the witness admitted, and also that 
many of the firms we paying their 
licenses until after the validity of the law 
had been settled. Witness Knew that the 
Collector was waiting on a good many con- 
cerns until that issue should be decided. 

The Collector had accounted to the Comp- 
troller for $5,430 fora city license issued to 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, 
and the State license, making the total of 
$3,478, paid on March 31, had also deen ac- 
counted for by the Collector. The amount of 
$5,478 represented all the city, State 
and school taxes which the An- 
heuser- Busch Brewing 
should, ander its 
mont, pay to the eit for th 
Witness stated that the © 
lections might de $1,500,000 $2,000,000 
month, or only $100,000 or $200,000. The wit- 
ness had found small elerical errors in the 
Collector's accounts, but never for more 
than $2.89. As shown by the records the Ool- 
lector was square at the end of the last fiscal 
month. 

Witness found inthe Comptroller’s books 
the entries of $5,480 and $48, making the total 
of $5,478 paid on March 31 by the Anheuser- 
Busch Association for city and State and 
school license tax respectively. 

On redirect examination witness stated 
that de only knew ofthe collections by the 
licenses issued and the collector's returns 
thereon, and thatthe comptroller had no 
knowledge of any other money paid to the 
collector. If an amount had been paid by a 
manufacturer and no license had been issued 
the comptrolier would have no knowledge 
of such payment. 

On re-cross examination Mr. Gabel ad 
mitted that the Collector eould not have 
issued a license without the Comptrolier’s 
knowledge; but on re-direct examination ad- 
mitted that the Collector could receive 
money without the Comptroller’s knowledge. 

Mr. Muehleman was recalled Dy the State 
against Mr. McDonald’s protest, and ad- 
mitted that he kept all checks returned to 
the Anpdheuser-Busch Association and a 
record of all moneys paid on aecount of 
saloon licenses. 

~ Dy eet was excused and the State 
rested. 

Mr. McDonald here prepared and flied a 
Gemurrer to the evidence introduced by the 
State as being insnfMicient and asked an in- 
structionito acquit. The jury was sent out 
and the Court announced Itself ready to hear 
argument on the demurrer. 

r. Walker opened the argument against 
the demarrer. He set out the State’s claim 
that the check for $4,102 was paid to the Col- 
lector in his official capacity, as a public 
fund, and that it was not necessary that he 
should have the money in hits possession. He 
believed the State had shown that 
the check had been received and 
that it had not been accounted 
for to the city. The cheek could not have

citizen’s privilege of criticising the Judge 
as unfit for his position, expressing their 
opinions, not in the presence of the court 
but through the newspapers. 
Judge Goodrich stretched his authority 
to punish for contempt by holding that 
words printed ina newspaper were con- 
structively spoken in the presence of the 
Court, and that he could wreak his ven- 
geance on those who questioned his deci- 
sions or his judicial fairness by putting 
them in prison during his pleasure, with- 
out relief from executive pardon or appeal 
to any other court.

Attorney-General’s Art Revealed 


The 
ma Petition to Congress, 


INVENTOR TUBMAN’S RIGHTS IGNORED 
BY A RAILWAY COMBINE. 


Unavalling Appealto the Department ef 
Justice—Cengress Is New Asked te 
Fred Olmey—But He Says the At- 

Trust Law Was Not Intended to Right 
the Wromgs of individuals. 


Wasnhryoetror, D. C., July 18.—Senator 
Potter of Kansas has filed a remarkable pe- 
tition, drawn dy Wililam K. Tubman of 
Maryland, asking Congress to direct the 
Attorney-General to enforce the anti-trust 
law against a combination said to de com- 
posed of 800 rallroad corporations and known 
as the Eastern Rallroad Association. The 
petition was referred to the Senate Com 
mittee on Judiciary. Tubman is the in- 
ventor ofan improvement in the construc- 
tion of railway passenger coaches, the de- 
vice which he patented nearly sixteen years 
ago, being a peculiar form of car window. in 
which the panels in the sides of the cars are 
set at angles with each other instead of in a 
straight line, so as to make a series of bay 
windows, which, it was claimed, materially 
improved the ventilation of the cars, in- 
creased the vision of the passengers and 
reduced the annoyance from dust and em- 
ders. 

Soon after securing his patent, the 
petitioner alleges, several railroad com- 
panies adopted the device, and put it into 
use without the payment of royalty, thereby 
infringing the petitioner’s patent. Among 
those who used the improvement, Tubman 
declares was one Sir George Pullman, who 
has accumulated a vast fortune from pat- 
ented inveations, and has been and is now 
extensively infringing this patent and has 
never even repiled to letters demanding of 
him to cease his infringment.’’ 

As soon as be secured proofs of the various 
infringements of his patent, Tubman began 
suits, he avers, against several raliroad 
companies. In these actions, he was sur- 
prised to find thatthe railroad companies 
themselves did not appear directly as de 


fendants. In each case, the railroad was 
represented by the counsel ofthe Eastern 
Raliroad Association. suits were brought 
by him against railroads in the North aud 
other railroads in the South, but although 
they apparently bad no other interest in 
common, they were defended in these 
actions exclusively dy the attorneys of the 
association. Mr. Fulman, the petitioner 
avers, did not even take the trouble to make 
formal answertothe protests against the 
continued use of the Tubman devise but 
**hid behind the bulwarks of tne Eastern 
Ratiroad Association.’’ 

Recognizing the futility of an attempt to 
Oght an organization of the apparent 
strength of this association, Tubman aileges 
that he went to work to ascertain its scope 
and methods. He soon found, he says, that 
it included practically every rallroad com- 

ny in the eastern half of the United states, 

sides numerous construction companies, 
including that of the Pullman ralace Car Co. 
The association, he ascertained, was formed 
for the single purpose of defending its mem 
bers against suits for the infringement of 
patents, and he supports this statement dy 
an exhibit containing the full text of the 
constitution and by-lawso!f the association. 

Realizing his inability to undertake to sus- 
taina tight against this powerful associa- 
tion, TuoOman asserts that he determined to 
appeal to the Attorney-General to restrain 
the association from further violation of the 
aoti-trust iaw, on the arounds that 
the combination of the _ railroads 
for the purpose set forth iu their con- 
stitution was under law a criminal 
conspiraey in restraint of trade. Ue there- 
fore addressed a communication to Atty.- 
Gen. Olney asking that steps be taken to 

rosecute the association under the Sherman 
aw. In reply ke received a letter from 
Acting Aftty.-Gen. Whitney which is set 
forth in the petition,in which the petition- 
er's request is denied, on tbe ground that the 
law. was not made to de invoked by an indi- 
vidual. 

it may be, said the Acting Attorney 
General, that this combination abuses its 
power, and as you aver, either reduces the 
royalty to a grossly inadequate figure or 
violates the patentee’s rights altogether, 
relying upon its aviiilty to tire him out in 
litigation, These evils, however, are not 
those which the anti-trust law was enacted 
toremedy. General considerations of public 
policy require that private parties, with 
ample remedies for the redress of their al- 
leged wrongs in their own bands, are not to 
be encouraged to expect governmental in- 
ter position ia their veualf. 

Tubman, was not a little discouraged at 
this rebuff, but addressed another letter to 
the Attorney-General in which he made an 
argument to Meet the objections raised by 
Mur. Whitney. 

»The petitioner believes. sald Tubman in 
his petition to Congress, that on the day of 
the filing of this paper, Atty.-Gen. Olney 
was in Boston. looking after the interests of 
the Boston 4 Maine Kailroad, a member of 
the Kastern Railroad Association.’’ Tubman 
was not surprised, therefore, that the At- 
torney-General should deny his second re- 
quest, Dut be was hardly prepared for the 
excuses offered by the Attorney-General. Mr. 
Olney states that he is aware that the late 
Judge Billings had decided that, without the 
action of the Attorney-General, a private 
reson could not secure relief in such cases, 
at adds: His opinion, however, contains 
no reasons for the decisions, and it does not 
1 tomy judgment. I do not think that 
his decision alone should be controlling ina 
matter of such great magnitude. The De 
partment of Justice bas but a limited appro- 
riation forthe maintenance of salts, and it 
& never been considered that the Attorney- 
General should commepnee suit except with 
2s N that he had a falr prospect of win- 
ng it. 

In closing his petition that Congress shall 
direct the Attorney-General to take up his 
case, Tubman says: Tue public press of 
July 6, 1804, reports that the bill for an in- 
junction against the strikers at Chicago fled 
in the United States Circuit Court and pre- 
pared under the direction of Atty.-Gen. 
Vlney, is based on the Sherman anti-trust 
law. It thus appears that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, with his limited appropriation, is _ will- 
imag to direct the enforcement of sec. (ot the 
act agdinst common laborers, but refuses to 
enforce it te the detriment of railroad cor- 
poratlons.“ 

Senator Petter is very much interested in 
Mr. Tubman s case, and will make an early 
attempt to have the matter taken up for con- 
sideration by the Judiciary Committee.
